The Wasatch County Sheriff's 
Office is receiving about ten calls a 
week reporting livestock that appear 
not to be properly fed, according to 
Sgt. Lance Gardner. 

It can be hard for a passing mo- 
torist to tell from a distance the 
condition of a horse or cow in a 
field, and sometimes it turns out 
that the animals are okay. Other re- 
ports prove to be well-founded and, 
as a result, sick and dying animals 
have received the care they needed. 

But Gardner encourages people to 
report every case in which they 
Suspect an animal is not being 
taken care of and assures that every 
report is investigated. 

According to Dr. Lee Erickson, 
Heber City veterinarian, horses can 
get enough water from snow and 
can dig through the snow to get to 
the feed below, as long as there 
isn't a crust on the snow. They also 
can feed on what's available above 
the snow, like willows. But he 
said in zero degree weather, the 
snow should be scraped away to 
make the grass available or extra 
food should be provided.
